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PUBLIC COMMENT

shows 29,000 gallons.    Councilmember Tobias asked how many people in the house and Mr.

Council suggested to Mr. Tribula that DPW could come out and replace the meter and daily 
monitor the water for 2 weeks.  Council and Mr. Tribula agreed.  Council also approved waiving of 
the $25 replacement meter fee.
